GENERAL SUMMARY. 

1. Instances of tribal hostility, as distinct from the isolated offences r,ontior affairi. 
of indmduals, have been confined to two tribes of the Peshawar Border. 

The Tusafzai of Buuer raided China village in the Peshawar District, 
killing seven British subjects, and Balagarhi, where they murdered 
two. The tribe not being subsidized, immediate pressure could not be 
brought to bear in the ordinary way. A military force was accordingly 
sent into Buner, and the defences of two villages were destroyed. The results 
were entirely satisfactory, and the Buner jirga came in and .paid up without 
demur the fine imposed upon them. The Ambahar Dtman Ehel were also 
troublesome. They kidnapped a Hindu from the Canal quarters at Ziam, 
raided Takht Bai, committed a theft with murder at Tangi, and raided Sukkar, 
all in tlie Peshawar District. The Hindu kidnapped at Ziam was subsequent* 
ly released. Por the raid at Takht Bai a heavy fine was imposed, and a number 
of tribesmen were seized and detained pending a settlement. In other 
directions our relations with the traiis-frontier tribes have been good enough to 
enable us to maintain our rights with the minimum of interference in the 
• internal affairs of the clans. 

Other noticeable events in the Peshawar District were the raids on the 
Jahangira Hoad and Khairabad Railway Stations in December 1913. In the 
former four Railway servants were murdered, and in the latter Hho Assistant 
Station Master was carried off. He was traced to Afghan territory and his 
release was soon effected. The raiders were’Afghan subjects under the leader- 
rfiip of Zar Shah, of Dell Sarak, a Shinwari village not far from the iEahi 
Cantonment in Ningvahar. A strongly-worded- protest was addressed'to the 
Amir,, but none of the offenders have been apprehended by His Majesty’s 
officials. 

The Kohat District, like that of Bannu, suffered from kidnapping raida 
committed by residents of Khost. In the encounters-which took place between 
raiders’ and their pursuers* nearly the whole gang of the notorious outla'W 
Zarwali were killed or captured, though this success cost the lives of Major 
Ghiystie,. 26tb’ Cavalry, and of two salt sepoys. 'Ibft lamty of the Amir’* 
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administration in Ehost lies at the root of the lawlessness from whioh Kohat 
and Bannu have suffered, and there appears to be little prospect of a permanent 
improrement in the situation except in rigorous action by the Amir himself. 
The expressed determination of Government to put an end to an intolerable 
state of affairs as evinced by the arrest of all Khostwals found in British 
territory undoubtedly had a good effect. The Khost tribes concerned rightly 
attributed the coercive measures taken to the maladministration of the Khost 
Governor, and their resentment was accordingly directed against him. For 
the time being, at any rate, the results were satisfactory. It must be remem¬ 
bered, however, that the situation in Khost has been undergoing marked altera¬ 
tion since the Mangal rebellion and will require careful handling, should the 
Amir prove unable fully to re-establish his authority in the Province. 

Though the death of Major Dodd, Political Agent, Wana, occurred a 
few days after the close of the year under report, some reference must be made 
here to the heavy loss sustained by Government in the murder of an officer 
whose'personal influence with the Mabsud tribe was so great, as shown by his 
prolonged control of its more unruly elements. The tragedy of April 12th, 
1914, in which two British Officers besides Major Dodd lost their lives, 
exemplified in a marked way the want of stability so often to be discerned in the 
Mabsud character ;’for the murderer, \yho was one of Major Dodd’s orderlies, 
had experienced consistent kindness from his victim for nearly a decade. 

2. The work of the Militia Corps of the Province has maintained the 
Corpa, &o. high standard of former years. The death of Captain Butler at Wana at the 

hands of a Bbitanni sepoy is deeply to be lamented, and can only be attributed 
to the temporary insanity of the murderer, it being clear that neither the 
Bhitauni clan nor the Southern Waziristan Militia were involved : the tragedy 
afforded an opportunity to two non-commissioned officers of the Corps to show 
their devotion and,gallantry by capturing the murderer immediately without 
a thought for their own jsafety. The routine work of the Southern Waziristan 
Militia continued to be as arduous as ever, and was carried out admirably under 
practically active service conditions throughout the year. The Northern Waziri¬ 
stan and the Kurram Militias have also had heavy work to do owing to the chaotic 
condition of Khost, and have performed it excellently. Owing to the peace on 
the Afridi border, the record of the Kliyher Eifles was uneventful j there appears 
to be no doubt, however, that the transfer to the Kbyber Rifles of the Border 
Police posts in the Peshawar District from the Kobat Pass to Jamrud has 
contributed to^the inactivity of the Tirah Afridis. 

The Frontier Constabulary completed the first year of its existence, and 
has already proved its superiority over the defunct Border Military Police. The 
new Corps was naturally handicapped by the necessity of eliminating the useless 
elements of the old regime and of adapting itself temporarily to the old Border 
Police posts, however unsuitably they might he located. The proper location 
of the Constabulary in each of the five districts of the Province is under 
consideration. 

3. The year has been a prosperous one for the agricultural classes, 
who make up the bulk of the population of the Province. The area sown with 
crops, as well as the area harvested, was considerably above the normal, and 
no serious loss whs caused by seasonal calamities. Prices were somewhat 
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easier than in 1912-13 and the demand for non-agricultural lahonr was keen. 

The external laud,trade oP the Proyince has shown a contraction, hut the figures 
for the previous year were abnormal. Pnrther signs of prosperity are to he 
discerned in an increase in the sum collected as income tax, as well as in the 
volume of civil litigation. 

4. The fixed land revenue demand (Rs. 18,53,604) was smaller by 
iome Bs. 4,000 than in the preceding year, chiefly as the result of assignments reronu*. 
granted to commemorate the Coronation Durbar. 96'7 per cent, of this demand 
was realised, though with greater difficulty than in the year 1911-12, coercive 
processes for the collection of land revenue having increased in number from 
1,565 to 2,170. The rise was largely due to the prevalence of drought in certain 
tracts in the Peshawar District. The fluctuating land revenue demand rose 
from Es. 1,55,188 in the previous year to Bs 1,85,749 in that under report. 

All but Bs. 98 was recovered during the year, and only B.s. 88 now remain 
uncollected from outstanding balances of previous years. Collections of mis¬ 
cellaneous land revenue were also satisfactory, 

6. The year has witnessed a considerable increase of serious crime, I’oiioe- 
largely due to the prevalence of burglaries; hut there has been a continuous 
and satisfactory drop in the number of dacoities since the beginning of 1911, 
and murders and attempts at murder have been less numerous than in 1912, 

The results of Police working as a whole, however, can hardly be considered 
satisfactory; one of its salient features is an increase in the number of cases 
admitted to have occurred, accompanied by a fall, steady in the main since 
the year 1906, in the number of cases in which convictions have been secured. 

The number of resignations in the Police force has been unduly large, with the 
result that more than one-third have under three years’ service, and recruits 
are difficult to secure. Some remedy must clearly he looked for; and with a 
view to ensuring experience and reliability among them the time is now ripe 
to consider proposals for increasing the pay of constables. Pnrther in view of 
the importance of intimate local knowledge orders have been issued which will 
have the effect of reducing inter-district transfers to a minimum in the case 
of officers in charge of Police Stations. Por the rest it is to be hoped that, 
though the training of young Indian Officers on new lines, the gradual initiation 
of subordinates into a more honest and straightforward system of dealing with 
the criminal classes, and the constant disciplinary action taken against mem¬ 
bers of the force may have, for the time being, played into the hands of the 
qriminal, the assimilation of Western Police methods will not lead to a 
permanent disturbance of the proper relations between the Police and the 
CTiminal classes. The Criminal Investigation Department has done good work 
during the year, and the Arms Section is to be congratulated on the complete 
success of the measures taken against professional rifle-thieves. During the 
winter of 1913-14 no .case of rifle-theft occurred east of the Indus which could 
be attributed to Prontier rifle-theives. 

6. Since 1906—the most favourable year judged by criminal statistics Criminal 
subsequent to the administrative creation of the Province-there has been a 
steady advance in the number of offences of all kinds admitted as true, which, 
for the first time, has been checked during the past year. As compared with 
the previous year a small decrease has occurred in admitted offences under the 
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Indian Penal Code, counterbalanced by an increase in those under Local and 
Special Lairs, so that the total of the two taken together has remained stationary, 
pot if the character, as well a.s the number, of offences he taken into aocount, 
the figures lose their encouraging aspect. The 2,448 serious offences under the 
Indian Penal Code, registered in 1906, -which had risen to 3,987 last year, hare 
now advanced to 4,269, As regards these offences nearly the whole rise 
is occasioned by the increase in burglaries. A remarkable feature of the 
returns is to -be found in the fact that, notwitlistanding the operation 
of several causes tending to an expansion of crime throughout Northern India, 
three quarters of the increased criminality of the Province are limited to the 
two districts of Hazara and Hera Ismail Khan. In both districts, but especially 
in Hazara, which has now achieved second place in the Provincial criminal 
register, the expansion is out of all proportion to the rest of the Province, 
and the underlviug causes require to he investigated and, if possible, 
mitigated or removed. A substantial increase has occurred in complaints 
dismissed in limine and in cases struck off as false during the year under 
review, while the greater use of Section 250, Criminal Procedure Code, 
by the Courts is to be regarded as a wholly satisfactory feature of the 
returns. Tlie fact that 161 cases under Chapter XI, Indian Penal Code, 
relating to false evidence and offences against public justice, have been disposed 
of as compared with 93 last year, proves that the Courts have been mCire 
solicitous in checking contempt of their powers. If it Be true, as has been' 
suggested, that of recent years the abandonment of primitive methods of police 
coercion and the closer supervision of subordinates by the higher officers, 
of the force have led to the police being no longer feared in the old way, 
though, in this Province, tyrannical treatment would never he tolerated beyond 
a certain point, there is reason to hope that these proofs of greater energy 
and vitality on the part of the Magistracy will gradually have a good effect 
in the vindication of their own position, at all events, not only in the eyes of the 
criminal classes but also in those of the general public. 

7. The accommodation provided in jails was increased during the year 
by provision for 124 prisoners, and the daily average population, if political 
detenus are excluded, was well below the number for whom accommodation 
exists, in spite of the fact that the number of convicts received increased by 
nearly 400. The statistics furnished, however, take no account of political 
prisoners; and there was in point of fact overcrowding in all jails for not less 
than 215 days in the year. Quarters under canvas were provided for the excess 
population with entirely satisfactory results ; for no escapes occurred, and the 
health of prisoners did not suffer. The daily average number sick bore the same 
ratio per miUe to the total average strength as in 1912, viz. 23, and the death- 
rate (16‘73 per thousand), though somewhat higher than in the previous year, 
is by no means a high one. The conduct and discipline of the convict popu¬ 
lation, except in Abhottahad Jail, showed a marked improvement during the 
year. Steps have been taken to remove the unsatisfactory state of affairs 
revealed at Abhottahad, and improvement is anticipated next year. The con¬ 
duct of the subordinate jail establishment has been satisfactory. 

8. The expansion of litigation continues, and the present year again 
establishes a record, owing to the increase of petty suits in Hera Ismail Khan, 
for which no satisfactory explanation has been offered. As regards the different 
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branches of Civil Coui’t work it is satisfactory to be able to record a decline in 
the number of pre-emption oases, since the large number of these cases instituted 
in 1912 formed the subject of unfavourable comment in last year’s report and 
led to some disenssion as to the desirability of a modification of the existing law. 
The defe s in the Proyincial Insolvency Act are now under separate examina¬ 
tion, and more than a cursory reference to the subject would be inappropriate 
here ; but it is interesting to notice that in Peshawar, at any rate, the Ach, it 
would seem, is now being employed in cases of real distress, and that insolvent- 
debtors are no longer seeking its protection to defeat just claims. In spite of the 
abnormally heavy work, the judiciary has on the whole successfully coped with 
it. The duration of contested suits has slightly risen, but the pending file of 
civil suits has fallen and that of applications for execution remains nearly 
stationary, in spite of a considerable increase in the number of applications. An 
improvement is again noticeable in the percentages of realizations in execution, 
though the percentage of v'holly iufructuous decrees continues to stand at too 
high a figure. Th,:- congestion in the Peshawfir Divisional Court has been, if 
anything, accentuated during the poast year, and the duration of appeals has 
considerably risen. Tbe method of the jpermanent relief of the Divisional 
Judge has not yet been settled, and meaiiAvliile the system of app)oiuting an 
Additional Divisional Judge for six months in the year continues. 


9. The triennial report on registration which was compiled during Eegistration. 
the year shows that there has been a considerable increase of business during 
the last three years as compared with the previous trieuuium. The average ■ 
value of agricultural land transferred each year now amounts to Rs. (17 lakhs 
against an average annual value of Es. 2S lakhs during the trienniuin 
1905-07. The increasej is most marked in the Peshawar District, viz. from 
Es. 21 lakhs to Rs. .35 lakhs. The yearly average value of town lands alienated 
has also gone up from Rs. 15 lakhs to Es. 27 lakhs. During the trienniiim 
just closed the working of district record-rooms has been satisfactory, and 
inspections of registration offices have disclosed no serious irregularities. 

^ 10. All Municipal Committees held the required minimum number of Municipal Ad- 
meetings, and the average attendance of members was satisfactory in nearly all 
cases. Except hy the members of ihe l^otified Area Committee at ianlc due of tne 
interest is reported to be taken in tbeir work by all. Apart from Government ' ° * 

grants, which were largely increased during the year, the income of Mmiicipali. 
ties has expanded, and their closing balances were amp)le. All Aluuioipal 
acconuls were audited as usual, and no serious irregularities were brought to 
light. ^ The financial position of the District Boards is also sound. Their income 
rose slightly during the year, and there was a corresponding increase of exijeudi- 
ture. The efficiency of the Boards is reported to be almost entirely dependent 
on official stimulus. The members generally appear to take little interest in 
their duties, and there is no competition for seats on these bodies. 


11. Good work continues to be done at Tarnab. It has proved necessarv 
to extend the area of the experimental farm, and negotiations for the acqnisi 
tion of 90 acres of adjoining land have been completed. Experience has shown 
that better results are obtained at the farm with local ' varieties of maize and 

sugarcane than with the exotic specimens which have been tried A mixture 

of rye grass and clover has proved most successful for fodder, and experiments 

in groAving beetroot for sugar have given hopeful results.

12. Some damage was done by bail-storms, and remissions of revenue 
where necessary were granted in eousequence. On the whole, however, the 
seasons were propitious, and both the area sown and the area harvested exceeded 
the corresponding areas for the preceding year as well as the normal figui’es, 
The figures for both harvests were better than those of 1912-13; the area 
harvested during the kharif was, howerer, less than normal, and the excess over 
normal figures recorded for the year as a whole was due to the excellence of the 
Kabi harvest.

13. The slight increase of 11 in the total number of forest ofPences 
committed during tlie year hrvs been explained as ohiefly due to the inclusion 
of five cases that remained under enquiry at the close of last year. The total 
number of fines lias amounted to 21 only, a decrease of 22, and the total area 
burnt was only 639 acres against 12,958 acres in 1911-12. Seventeen cases 
were found to be trivial and adequate punisbments were imposed in the four 
cases taken to Court. The financial results of the year are the best on record. 
The net surplus at its close amounted to Pts. 1,28,335 as compared with an 
average for tlie last 14 years of Bs. 68,188. To this, however, must be added the 
increase in the value of stock and outstanding revenue, aud the result of the 
year’s working amounts to a profit of Rs. 1,54,386. Expenditure has risen from 
Rs. 80,901 to Rs. 1,25,269. The increase, which is due to various causes, e.g., 
carriage of a larger amount of firewood, payment of seignorage fees on a larger 
scale and increase iu the subordinate establishments, has been fully justified 
by the corresponding increase of revenue. 

14. During the year under review tlie total volume of the external 
laud trade of the Province has largely contracted, its value being now Rs. 342 
lakhs as against Rs. 457 lakhs in 1912-13, The decrease is partly to he 
exjdained by the fact that the statistics liave returned to a more normal figiu'e 
after the bumper year of 1912-13, aud is partly to be atttributed to financial 
stringency in consequence of recent bank failures in India. Trade with 
Afghanistan in 1912-13 amounted to one-half of the total external trade of the 
Province. The proportion has now fallen to 36 per cent, and, in the year 
under report, Dir, Swat aud Bajaur absorbed as much as 48 per cent, of the 
total Provincial trade. 


, 15. The expenditure on Public Works has again risen, and amounted 

during the year to Rs, 32,93,378. The rise is due to acceleration of road-maleiug 
projects. It is hoped to complete the improvements to the Khyber roads early 
in 1916, and work on the roads from Shahbazgarhi to Swahi and from Swahi to 
Jahangira has also been pushed on. Marked improvements have been effected in 
the Thal-Parachinar Road, aud the innovation of hanking up corners has been 
very successful. Among other works may be mentioned the rebuilding of the 
barrack's at Wana, which has been begun, and the completion of a new Tahsil at 
Nowshera.

16. Chiefly as the result of good winter rains, the area irrigated during 
the year from both the Lower Swat River and the Kabul River Canal was in 
excess of tliat which received water in 1912-13. The profits of the two canals 
for the year rmder report represented a return of 11'65 and 7'95 per cent, 
respectively on the capital invested. The area irrigated from the Pahar])ur 
Canal was much smaller than that of the previous year, the decrease being due 
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to the strength of the current in the Bilot Greek, which rendered it impossible 
to construct n temporary bund as was done in 1912-13. A preliminary soheme 
has been drawn up for giving the canal a perennial supply of water ; but as 
results have shown that a return of 4 per cent, is not to be expected, it has 
been decided that, with effect from this year, further capital expenditure on 
the canal must be met from ordinary revenue. Just after the close ot the year 
under report the Upper Swat Biver Canal was opened. The long tunnel 
through the Malakand Range was holed through on 4th October 1913 after 
3| years’ work. At tbe close of the year the head works, the mam line,^ the 
whole of the Ahazai Branch, 12 miles of the Machai Branch, and several distribu¬ 
taries were completed. Tlie expenditure (direct charges) on the canal up to 
date amounts to Rs. 1,48.17,849, or roughly 83 per cent, of the sanctioned 

estimate. 

17. The total receipts of the Province for the year were Rs. 60,89,876 Bevenu^e and 
and the total expenditure Rs. 1,25,24,358, There is a fall of Rs. 26,308 in the 
Provincial Revenue as compared with the figures for the previous year, the 
principal decreases being under the heads “ Land Revenue, Lxoise, and 

“ Civil Works.” These losses are, however, partly counterbalanced by increases 
under other heads, the most noticeable being those under “ Stamps,” “Porests,” 

Law and Justice—Courts of Law,” and “ Major Works.” The total Pro- 
vinoincial expenditure exceeded the corresponding total for last year by 
Rs. 7,20,419. The largest growth of expenditure has occurred under the heads 
“Jails,” “Police,” “Major Works,” and “ Civil Works,” under the last named head 
alone the rise exceeding seven lakhs. On the other hand expenditure has fallen 
considerably, in each case by nearly twolaklis, under “Education” and “Medical.” 

The decreases under both heads areidue to the fact that Imperial grants have been 
smaller than in the previous year, aud, in the case of the latter, that expenditure 
has been debited to “ Civil Works,” instead of, as in 1912-13, to “ Medical.’* 

The special accounts opened with a balance of Rs. 8,60,123 and closed with one 
of Rs. 7,23,885. 

18. The number of births registered was 73,833 as against 76,663 in Vital statistios. 
1912. The ratio per mille fell therefore from 37T to 36'2, but it stands now at 

a higher figure than the average for the previous fi.ve years. Luring the year 
50,303 deaths were recorded, or roughly 2,600 more than in 1912, giving a ratio 
of 2J:'7 as against 23'4^e?’ inille in the previous year. The malaria prevalent in 
1913 is the probable cause of the rise in the death and fall in the birth rate. 

The vital statistics do not yet, however, inspire confidence, and, until the hulk 
of the population understands the object for wbioh Government requires 
accurate information regarding births and deaths, it is probable that the record¬ 
ing of these events will continue to be looked on as a purposeless formality. 

Out of a total recorded number of 50,303 no less than 22,600 deaths were of 
children of under five years of age, and the statistics show that out of every 
1,000 children horn 175 die daring their first year. The ratio is even worse in 
other provinces, hut there is reason to fear that greater accuracy in the statistics 
will not improve the relative position of the North-West Erontier Province in 
this respect. 

19. The subordinate vaccination staff remained the same as in the Vaooination. 
previous year, but was placed in the charge of a newly appointed Deputy Sani¬ 
tary Commissioner, who has, however, since reverted to military duty. The 
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total DDinber of Taccinations performed showed a substantial increase over the 
figures for 1912-13, though the cost of the Department has remained practically 
stationary. 

20. The Dispensary Report for the year was a triennial one and the 
opportunity arises to notice the expansion of medical relief in the past three 
yf'ars. Since 1910 State and Local Puucl institutions have increased bv 4 
(all State-Public). The numher of beds in State-Public, Local Fund and private- 
aided dispensaries has risen to 808 from 720 in 1911, and the numher of out¬ 
patients hy 89,000 in the same period. The total receipts of these institutions 
amounted to lls. 2.34,351 in the year under review, or Es. 60,000 more than in 
1911, of which Government contributed Es. 61,000. Expenditure has similarly 
risen from Es. 1,63,875 to Es. 2,28,468 in the same period. Private non-aided 
institutions have increased in number by one since 1911, and the numljer of 
patients treated by 5.5,000. Private non-aided institutions, the bulk of which 
are Mission Hospitals, continued to do valuable work, and medical relief durino- 
the year was !jiven in them to 3,119 in-door and 172,687 out-door patients, or a 
total of 22,000 in excess of the figures for 1912. There was a short but virulent 
epidemic of plague in the Hazara District. The cases were treated, however, 
in huts, &c., and not in hospitals.’ Only seven persons suffering from cholera 

were brought to these iustitutious. As usual malaria bulks very large in the 
8ra^ement of diseases treated and is re.sponsible for 1,839 in-door and 204,846 
out-door patients, or a total of 54,000 more than in 1912. No other disease 
stands out as having been noticeably prevalent, and only 71 cases of small-pox 
were treated in hospitals, without doubt a small proportion of the number 
which actually occurred. 

21. The record of the third year of the period which may be styled the 
educational renaissance of the North-West Frontier Province shows that the 
enthusiasm aroused in 1911 in favour of education has not yet been followed by 
the reaction which frequently succeeds popular movements, The remarkable 
increase in scholars during 1913 actually exceeds the total increase of the whole 
of the i)revious quinquennium, and, expressed in percentages of the population 
of school-going age, the piroportion of male scholars has risen fi-om 19'5 in 1912 
to 22-7 in the year under report, and of female scholars from 2’6 to 2-7. Two 
High Schools, 5 Middle Schools and 105 Primary Schools have been opened, 
and a gratifying feature of this expansion of education is that the number of 
Muhammadans in Primary Schools has increased by 25 per cent. The year has 
also been rendered notable by the opening of the Islamia College. At the formal 
opening of the attached Collegiate School by the Education Member in April 
1913 the school building and one hostel alone were ready, but work was pushed 
on vigorously and the completion of the buildings made it possible to opien the 
College in October. 1 he entirely residential character of the institution and 
the fact that religious instruction is imparted distinguish it among the other 
institutions in the Province. It has at once achieved popularity, and there is 
every reason to hope that it has a great futiu’e before it. 

The activities of the Department, however, have not been confined 
merely to increasing tbe number of scholar in the Province and establishing 
new educational institutions, A great deal of sound and much-needed work 
has been performed in connection with the reform and reorganization of the 
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eiistiiig ekatioial system, The proTiaeialktim of the High Schools has 
become an accomplished fact, and amongst the other changes which have been 
brought into effect duriug the past year have been the introdaction of new 
acholarship rules for Secondary Schools, the promulgation of new regulations 
for the recognition of, and grants-in-aid to, private institutions, which contain 
many original and, it is hoped, beneficial features, and the issue of anew series ■ 
of Urdu Eeaders for Primary Schook Definite proposals have also been 
formulated for the opening of a class for training teachers for Anglo-Yernacular 
schools and for the establishment of a School Final Examination, a vital and 
far-reaching reform which is now being considered by the Punjab Dniversity, 

It is trusted that no obstacles will be raise! to its early introduction; the 
best results may be anticipated from the abolition of the present deleterious 
system of cramming which is associated with the Dniversity Matriculation 
Examination. 













CHAPTER I. 


POLITICAL. 


1. Physical Features of the Country, Area, Climate and 

Chief Staples.

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Mat Mstrict, the coitlition ot the aniciiltiffal population me on the vhole 
good, The total Tolume of the external land trade of the PtOTiice fell from 
k 157 lakhs in 1812-13 to Es, 312 lakhs in the year under report, The de¬ 
crease occumd both in imports (-Es, 25 lakhs) and in exports (-Es, 80 lakhs), 
and was mainly confined to the trade passing through the Peshawar District, 
the explanation being that the statistics hape merely retumcl to the normal 
level that prevailed prior to the bumper year of 1812-13, The volume of 
htigation rose above even the record figure arrived at in the previous year. 
This result, however much it is to be deplored, must he regarded as an indication 
of prosperity, a further sign of which is to he found in a rise of 1 per cent, in 
the amount collected in income tax during the year. 



CHAPTER IT. 


ADMIOTST RATION OF THE LAND. 


1. Realization of the Revenue.

Revenue for 1912-13.] 

4. Fixed Land Levenue .—The fixed land revenue demand for the year Demands and 
was Rs. 18,63,604, of which Rs. 17,94,689 were oollecled, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 58,916. The demand was about Rs. 4,000 lower than in the preceding 
year, chiefly as a result of the grant of land revenue assignments in commemo¬ 
ration of the Delhi Coronation Durbar. 

6. Fluctuating Land Revenue .—The demand under this head rose from 
Rs. 1,65,188 to Rs. 1,86,749. The increase is found in Peshawar and in Dera 
Ismail Khan, but mainly in the latter district. A sum of Rs. 13,507 was 
temporarily excluded from the rent roll of Peshawar in excess of last year’s 
figures. Dera Ismail Khan gave an increase of Rs. 17,735 : this was due to 
better hill-torrent irrigation and to special circumstances rendering it possible 
to run the Paharpur Canal throughout the year. The total demand (excepting 
Rs. 98) was recovered during the year. The outstanding balance at the com¬ 
mencement of the year was Rs. 361 only, of which Rs. 273 were collected and 
Rs. 88 remained. 


6. Miscellaneous Land ifewewMe.—The outstanding balance of miscel¬ 
laneous land revenue was Rs, 3,638 at the beginning of the year : pf this 
Rs. 1,962 were recovered and Rs. 1,402 were remitted. The receipts of the 
year increased from Rs. 1,22,718 to Rs. 1,30,262. Rs. 755 were struck off and 
Rs. 1,686 were left in arrears at the close of the year. Collections were satis¬ 
factory. The income under Tirni amounted to Rs. 90,324 against Rs. 76,339 
last year. The entire increase of about Rs. 14,000 accrued in Dera Ismail 
Khan, where the receipts were abnormally low in the preceding year owing 
to the scarcity of fodder. The increase under Tirni was somewhat counter¬ 
balanced by decreases under “ Sale of Government estates,” “ Sale-proceeds of 
waste lands ” and ” Other items.” 


7. The assigned land revenue aggregated Rs. 4.80.677 an inpvpnsp nF^- , 

Rs. 22,203 over last year’s figures. The percentage of assigned revenue on the Kignments"® 
total as^ssment of the Province was 19'6. The rise is mainly confined to Dera 
Jsmail Khan, where the assignments amounted to Rs. 1,10,841 against Rs. 82 002 ‘ 
in 1^11-12, and was due to better harvests. There are, however, minor decreases 
in Hazara and Peshawar consequent upon diluvion, acquisition of land for 
public purposes, reduction of assessment and resumption of muafis.

10. Loans given under the two Acts decreased from Rs. 2,66,061 to 
Rs. 1,93,202. The principal fluctuation was in advances made under the Agri¬ 
culturists’ Loans Act, which decreased by no less than Rs. 61,760. The decreases 
under the two Acts collectively occurred in Kohat (Rg. 20,133), Bannu 
(Rs. 8,582) and Lera Ismail Khan (Rs. 48,670). There were inconsiderable 
increases in Hazara, Peshawar and Kurram. The amount due for collection 
within the year amounted to Rs. 2,56,283 (principal Rs. 2,27,026 pins interest 
Es 28,268). Es. 2,08,575 were collected, Es. 254 were remitted and Rs. 6,667 
were suspended : Rs. 39,797 were thus left outstanding at the close of the year.

11. No surveys by professional agency or settlements were carried out 
during the year. 


3. Land Records. 


Establishment. 12. The number of Patwaris remained unaltered, vtei. 900, Their 

conduct in general cannot be called satisfactory. Thirty were dismissed and 
311 were reduced, suspended or fined for misconduct against 12 and 207 
respectively last year. The proportion of Patwaris belonging to the agricul¬ 
tural classes and the educational efficiency of the Patwari Agency in general 
indicate as yet little signs of improvement. Of the number of new candidates- 
accepted, however, 76 per cent., as compared with 61 per cent, in the previous 
year, were agricultm-ists ; hut in the case of recruits drawn from this class it is 
not at present possible to insist on educational qualifications up to the Middle 
standard. Eighty-eight candidates were accepted as compared with 77 in the 
year 1911-12. Of the 68 Patwaris newly appointed during the year, 36 
belonged to agricultural tribes and 23 to others. Thirteen Patwaris were 
appointed Kanungos or were taken on to the district staff. 

Three new Kanungo candidates (2 Hindus and 1 agriculturist Muham¬ 
madan) were accepted during the year. The total number of Kanungo candi¬ 
dates at the close of the year was 61, of whom 27 belonged to agricultural 
tribes. Sixteen candidates have passed the Entrance or Higher examination, 
26 the Middle School standard, and 44 the Kanungo examination. Of the 9 
yacancies in the Kanungo establishment which occurred during the year, 8 
were filled by Patwaris and 1 by a direct candidate. 

Mutations, , 13. There were 166,168 mutations for disposal during the year against 

147,996 last year. Of this number 128,271 were attested, leaving a balance of 
27,887 at the close of the year. The work was exceptionally heavy in Eazara, 
Peshawar and Bannu, where the balances of unattested mutations were 10,641, 
6,990 and 7,746 respectively. A special Naib Tahsildar was deputed to Hazara 
for mutation work, but the outstanding balance is still high. Steps are being 
taken to reduce it. The arrears in Peshawar are due to lands being transferred, 
on account of recent bad harvests as weU as to lands being acquired by Govern¬ 
ment for the Upper Swat River Canal. In Bannu the District Kanungo was 
invested with the powers of an Assistant Colleotor, 2nd grade, with a view to 
assist in the attestation of mutations. 

Eoeords. 14. The records-of-rights are up to date and in good order. The annual 

papers and detailed jamabandis were generally prepared and filed in time. Out 
of a total of 783 jamabandis compiled during the year, 126 were checked by 
the Collectors and their Assistants, Alluvion and diluvion papers were

4. Wards’ Estates. 

15. A one-third share of the Mardan estate and the estate of Mahmud General. 
Khan in Dera Ismail Khan were released during the year; the number of 
estates under the control of the Court of Wards was thus reduced from 9 to 8. 

As a result of these releases the total area of the estates managed hy this 
Agency fell from 127,013 to 98,710 acres, and the area under cultivation from 
44,419" to 38,432 acres. 

16. As a furth.er result the total assets decreased from Es. 1,14,61,161 Assets and 
to Es. 96,90,978.. Taken individually the Agror, Tangi and Topi estates give Liatniities. 
improvements over last year. As compared with, last year, investments in 
Government Securities decreased by Es. 78,500. Government Promissory 

Notes worth Es. 76,600 were handed over to Patch Muhammad Ehan of 
Mardan on his release. Securities worth Es. 9,000 were also sold, and the sale- 
proceeds were credited to the estate of Mahmud Khan before its release. On 
the other hand, a sum of Es. 7,000 was invested in Government Securities on 
behalf of the Shah kadar Estate. The decrease under "Loans” is attributable 
partly to the release of estates and partly to the recovery of debts during the 
year. The aggregate cash balance of the estates was Es. 1,20,707. Their total 
liabilities receded from Es. 45,914 last year to Es. 33,964. The estate of 
Nawab Ahmad Nawaz Khan of Dera Ismail Khan is alone responsible for 
Es. 29,632. The remainder is distributed between the Khanpur, Mardan, 

Shabkadar, Tangi and Topi estates, and more than half of the amount is due to 
Government on aocount of Wards’ rate. It is satisfactory to note that the 
debts of the Sliabkadar estate were cleared off during the year, while the estate 
of Nawab Ahmad Nawaz Khan paid Es. 6,280 (Es. 4,600 principal and 
Ea. 1,780 interest) towards the loan granted from the estate of Daulat Khan 
and his brothers. 

17. The total income of all the estates was Es. 1,82,891 against income and 
Es. 2,03,245 last year. The reduction was chiefly due to the release of the 

estates already referred to. As compared with ordinary income, all estates, with 
the exception of two, exhibit improvements, due mainly to the recovery of 
outstanding debts, and in some degree to improved harvests. The total 
expenditure fell from Es. 1,80,133 to Es. 1,46,471. The variation, in so far as 
it is not the result of the release of estates from the Court of Wards’ control, 
is to he attributed to temporary causes only, such as a reduction in sums invested 
and the like. 


5. Revenue and Rent paying Classes. 


18. In all 14 applications for permanent alienations in favour of non- Punjab Land 
agriculturists were sanctioned under Section 3 (2) of the Act, 3 in Hazara Act. 

5 in Bannu and 6 in Dera Ismail Khan. The area actually transferred in 
Hazara was 133 acres, of which 130 acres were acquired by Government for 
the Serai Kala-Haveliau EaEway. In Bannu 2 applications related to trans¬ 
fers in favour of Hindus and 3 to those in favour of non-agriculturist Muham¬ 
madans. The area involved in tliese oases was merely 30 acres. In 4 out of 

6 applications in Dera Ismail Khan land was alienated to money-lenders 
the sale being obviously advantageous to the vendors and enabling tliem to 
extricate themselves from debt without detriment. The area transferred 
amounted to 247 acres. Temporary alienations under Section 6 (1) (a) of the 
Act were only made in Hazara, where the total area so transferred was 29 
acres as compared with 18 acres last year. 
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Certain instances of attempts to evade tlie law by collusion between 
non-agricultniisls and agriculturists came to notice in Hazara and Dera Ismail 
Klian. The method was the same in both districts, agriculturists writing 
receipts of loaus in favour of non-agriculturists for more than the actual value 
of the laud bought with the money paid by the non-agriculturists, and register¬ 
ing the sale-deeds in their own names, but subsequently handing them over 
to the non-agriculturist along with the loan receipts. Thus in the records the 
vendee is an agriculturist, while the land really remains in the possession of 
the non-agriculturist, who has the agriculturist’s receipt as a guarantee of good 
faith. 

19. Transactions -of gifts and exchanges increased from 2,327 to 
2,752, but the area transferred thereunder decreased from 14,393 acres to 
11,081 acres. The total area mortgaged with possession amounted to 53,711 
acres, the mortgage money aggregating Ks. 26,09,376 as against 46,648 acres 
and Es. 17,0-1,418 respectively last year. The increase is chiefly noticeable 
in Bannu: the zamindars there were more prosperous than usual owing to 
successive good harvests and the high prices of food-grains, and they accord¬ 
ingly invested in mortgages in preference to outright sales. The mortgaged 
area declined in Hazara, but the mortgage debt improved by Es. 4,79,664, 
while in Dera Ismail Khan the area rose, but the mortgage money fell by 
Es. 35,792. The total areca redeemed during the year amounted to 59,144 
acres with a mortgage debt of Es. 17,02,832 as compared with 69,693 acres 
and Es. 13,97,533 last year. The mortgage money discharged by redemptions 
was Es. 9,06,544 less than the amount inoiuTed by mortgages during the year. 
The average of the mortgage debt discharged comes to Es. 48 per acre of 
cultivated land as against Es. 80 per acre on land newly mortgaged. This 
shows that tbe price of laud is steadily rising. An area of 43,583 acres was 
sold during the year for Es. 18,36,161 as compared with 42,915 acres at a cost 
price of Es. 18,41,668 in the previous year. The average mortgage money 
per acre has risen from Es. 37 in 1911-12 toEs. 49, while the average sale 
price per acre has fallen slightly from Es, 43 to Es. 42. The price of land is, 
however, increasing in Bannu, principally as the result of the advent of the 
railway and of the good harvests reaped in recent years. 

20. The total area mortgaged by agricultural tribes amounted to 60,794 
acres as against 43,465 acres in the previous year, while the area acquired by 
them in mortgages aggregated 46,392 acres against 42,472 aoree: agriculturists 
thus sustained a loss of 5,402 acres. The net area gained by agricultm'al tribes 
in sales was 862 acres; this gain was entirely confined to Dera Ismail Khan.

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Police working. 24. The number of cases investigated, wliich had risen from 3,776 in 

1906 to 6,378 in 191*2, increased again during the year to 6,948. The number 
of cases sent to trial was 2,354 as against 2,267 in the previous year. The 
percentage of convictions secured to true cases investigated iras 33‘2, a lower 
figure than that recorded for any among the preceding seven years, With a 
view to ensure intimate local knowledge among the officers in charge of Police 
Stations, orders have been issued with a view to reduce to a minimum inter- 
district transfers. It is satisfactory to notice that the number of false cases iu 
wliich the prosecution of the complainant was ordered has risen from 53 in 1912 
to 90 in the year under report. The rise in the number of cases in which 
conviction was secured has not, however, been proportionate, only 37 persons 
having been convicted as against 29 in the previous year.

Internal 25. There has been an addition of 2 Head Constables and 19 Constables 

economy. in the Peshawar District to the strength of the Provincial Police Force. The 
Force is, however, not up to strength. The daily average of vacancies during 
the year was 2S'69, which indicates that at the present rate of pay the supply 
of recruits is insufficient. Resignations and casualties led to 703 men, or 16'9 
per cent., passing out of the ranks as against 633, or IS'S per cent., in 1912. At 
the end of the year, out of a total sanctioned number of 3,503 Constables, 39 per 
cent, had less than three years and 81 per cent, less than ten years’ service. 
Nearly all the upper subordinates are educated; and 67‘6 per cent, of them have 
been trained in the Phillaur School. Among the lower subordinates few, with 
th'i exception of Clerks and Head Constables, are yet able to read and write. 642 
officers and men were rewarded during the year as compared with 721 in 1912. 
The number of departmental punishments, however, fell slightly, from 687 to 
683. The number of dismissals also fell by 10 to 93, and includes, as in the 
previous year, 3 Sub-Inspectors, all of whom were appointed direct to that rank. 
Gazi tted officers have again toured extensively, and Police Stations have been 
even more frequently inspected than in 1912. Much excellent work was also 
done during the year by upper subordinates.

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27. Of the 38,941 persons under trial dui'ing the year for offences of all General result! 
kinds, the cases of 38,036 were disposed of. Of these 21,871 were discharged or 

acquitted and 16,768, or less than .half, were convicted. Jor offences under the 
Indian Penal Code 21,977 persons were tried, and only 4,767, or little more than 
one-fifth, were convicted. The percentage of convictions under tlie Indian Penal 
Code in Peshawar rose from 45'6 to 63'6, which was very satisfactory. In 
Hazara it rose from 28 to 31 per cent., in Kohat it sank from 31 to 30 per cent,, 
and in Bannu from 20 to IS per cent., while in Bera Ismail Khan it rose from 
20 to 25 per cent. The percentage of acquittal and discharge was highest in 
petty cases which came up before Seooud and Third Class Magistrates. The 
majority of these cases ended in a compromise, and it is to he feared that in a 
very large number of them persons were quite unnecessarily dragged before the 
courts, 

28. The year has seen a considerable increase in the number of cases The work of 
coming before the Coui’t of the Judicial Commissioner.

29. The number of offences reported under the Indian Penal Code rose Offenoos under 
trom 14,936 in 1912 to 16,316 in the year under report. Tire latter t?® Indian 
figure represents 68 per cent, of the offences of all kinds reported, which i,s 
percentage as for the previous year. Of the total number 
0,611, or 61 per cent, as against 71 per cent, in 1912, wrere returned 
as true, with the result that there has been a slight decrease during the year 
0 true cases under the Indian Penal Code. There has been, on the other hand, 
a welcome rise in the percentage of convictions. As regards the offences 
committed, increases have occurred move or less marked in cases of riot, hurt 
11 ti aggravation, kidnapping, theft, robbery, dacoity with murder, receiving 
en property, criminal ^ trespass resulting in death or grievous hurt, and 
minal trespass for commission of other serious ofiences. On the other l^ud 
ences against human life, dacoities and mischief with aggravating cironm- 
^ decrease. In particular it is satisfactory to note that cases of 
n mer and dacoity with murder fell from 334 to 311 and cases of attempted 
muicier from 118 to 76.

30. The total numher of references to Councils of Elders under Section 
11, Frontier Crimes Eegulation, rose from 367 in 1912 to 463 in the year 
under report. The percentage of convictions fell from 46 to 44. In Fera 
Ismail Khan references to jirga in criminal cases have heen rare, the total 
having fallen to 27 during the last year. The percentage of convictions 
obtained in this district also fell from 46 in the previous year to 34. 

5. Prisons. 

[ Further details will he found in'the Report on the Administration of the Jails of the 
Province for 1913 and in the Statistics of British India, Part VI-.—Administrative and Judicial. ] 

31. No change occurred during the year in the number of jails and 
loch-ups in the Province. Jails are five in number, one for each district, and 
there are three lock-ups. Besides civil and criminal prisoners and persons await¬ 
ing trial, the jails also accommodate a number of political prisoners. These 
last are not included in the Jail statistics. 

32. The total number of convicts and under-trial and civil prisoners 
admitted during the year was 9,988 as against 9,460 in 1912. The in¬ 
crease is mainly due to a rise {viz. 408) in direct admissions of convicted prisoners. 
For this reason, and owing to the retention in thfe jails of this Province of 
a number of short-term prisoners who in previous years had been transferred 
to Punjab prisons, the daily average population rose from 1,649 in 1912 
to 1,926 in the year under report. This rise followed a large increase 
during the preceding four years, and renders necessary an increase of jail 
aocdmmodation. 

33. The numher of prisoners detained while awaiting trial lias naturally 
rrsen'aldng’with ah increase in direct admissions ’ of convicts'. The year opened 
with 342 prisoners under trial; 4,455 were received during the year, 3,365 
were released, 995 sentenced aad 15 transferred, and the year closed with 
416 untried. 

34. One juvenile under 16 years of age remained in. jail at the end of 
1912, and 36 were admitted during 1913. Of the total 17 were released and 
20 were'transferred to the Borstal Central Jail at Lahore. 

35. During the year 2,049 prisoners were fettered for safe custody. In 
1912 the number was 1,996. The increase is ' less than that warranted by the 
rise in the jail population. It is satisfactory to record that no priwner of 
any class, including political defejius, escaped during the year. 

36. Applicants for the warder service come forward in large numbers, 
though the educational qualifications of few are satisfactory. The conduct 
of the warder staff has ou the whole been good. The number of offences 
committed fell by 11 during the year under report. Two warders were sent 
up for trial. In all other cases the offenders were dealt with departmentally. 
In no instance was the offence committed such as to discredit the Jail establish¬ 
ment. 

37. With an increase of 336 in the daily average convict population 
it is only to be expected that a larger number of punishments should have 
been recorded. The excess over the figures for 1912 was 124, punishments 
mflipted in the year under report amounting to 1,012. In all jails, except 
Koliat and Ahbottahad, the percentage of punishment to the daily average 
convict population showed .a substantial drop. In Kohat the rise was nominal 
only, and the figure is still very low, standing, as it does, at only 28 per cent. 
In Ahbottahad the increase has been very large, the actual figures being 303 
in the year under report as against 83 in the previous one. The causes are to 
he found in the fact that in the earlier year convict discipline was bad, and that 
it has been necessary to improve it by drastic measures, in the numerous 
change's in the office of Suporintendeut during 1913, and in the increase which 
the yciar has witnessed in factory work and in the daily, average convict popula¬ 
tion. In all the jails of the Province flogging was only three times resorted to, 
one prisoner being flogged twice, after all other methods of correction had 
been tried in vain, in Bera Ismail Khan, while another in Bannu was whipped 
for breaking jail property, refusing to work and fighting with jail officials.' 
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3§, The total expenditure on jails (luring 1913, esolucling the cost ,pE, ^’i^aaoiai. 
erfeotidns of new buildings, alterations and repairs, amounted, to Es. 1,66,098 
as compared with Ks. 1,19,141 in the previous year. Tlie inoroase is largely; 
dae to a rise in tlie jail population, but as the average cost per head rose during, 
the year from Rs. 8'2-9-0 to Es, 84-1-9, it, caimot he entit:oly, so explained.; A 
ri^e in the cost of food-grains is natura,lly reflected in an increase in di(3tary, 
charges of Es, 14,497. A much larger sum was also spent than in 1912 on 
clothing and bedding, and hospital charges show an increase of B,a, .2,873. • 
ifnder the head “ Extraordinary charges ” an increased expenditure of Ea. 2,000 
ii‘due to outlay on a new and much superior syalcm of lighting for the Peshn war 
Jail, where the outer wall is now lighted with large inoande.soent automatic 
latnps; On the revenue side the ro,sult of the cultivation of jail gardens' has 
bheh eminently satisfactory. Es. 3,130 have been credited to Government in 
payment for sales in the open market, and Es. 1,632 on account of diet for 
pohticalprisoners; while in addition all jails have supplied voget.ablet to the 
whole of the prisoners and staff. In 1909 the total income derived flom jail 
gardens amounted to Es, 2,364 only. The not earnings of fnotories were not so 
high in 1913 as in the two previous years. Tho decrease is, however, due t6 
causes such as a reduction in the ohai'gos made for paper and printmig, largo 
expenditure on factory plant, and tlic accumulation of a largo amount of manu- 
f£(cfured stock, which imply no fnilnre of Organisation or of industry, 'rherehiis 
been in'fact a large increase in gro.ss profits, and tho fruits of increased expendi¬ 
ture should shortly be apparent. 

39. The’ daily average number of convicted prisoners was 1,421, of Wmploymout of 
whom 1,407 were sentenced to labour. None 'W('re. employed on extra-mural 
labour other thau in jail gardens and on jail repaii’s. , 404 wore employed 
as prison officers, prison servants and on garden work, Tho preparation of 
articles for jail use and consumption (such as grinding corn, mat-m.nking, &c.) 
ocoajoied 347. Woric on jail alterations and vojrairs accounted for 106, and the 
remaining 442 were engaged on remunerative factory work. 


\ 40. Although the average jail population was 39 loss than tlie number vital statistioa. 

whom accommodation is provided, tho reception of a large number of 
political prisoners oau.sed overcrowding in all jails. Tho health of prisoners, 
however, was not affected, as the surplus numbers wore accommodated in tents. 

The daily average number of sick was 42, somewhat larger than in 1912, hut 
the ratio-per mUle of the total average strength remained the same. Deaths 
during the year amounted to a ratio per tliousand of 16’73, which is not a high 
rate, though 4 per miie higher thau that recorded in 3 912. Quinine propliy- 
laxis Was carried out very carefully in all jails.

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The total number of suits is the highest recorded since this Province 
was created. The district of Dera Ismail Khan is resiionsible for this result, 
there having been decreases in Peshaivar, Hazara and Kohat and a negligible 
increase in Bannu. The increase was chiefly in the Court of the Munsif of 
Dera Ismail Khan, where 4,476 suits were instituted as cornpared with 2,662 
in 1912. No satisfactory explanation has been given of this very great rise. 
In Hazara, on the other hand, there has been a falling-off of 8 per cent, in 
the number of suits instiluted. It is to he doubted how far the decrease in 
this district is matter for congratulation. It is ro sign that the people of 
Hazara are being cured of their notoriously litigious habits, for in spite of the 
smaller number of civil suits instituted, the number of appeals increased by 112, 
or by 73 per cent. The fact that in the Province as a whole the plaintiffs 
failed in nearly 31 per cent, of the contested cases shows the speculative nature 
of civil litigation. 

42. Of the 21,077 suits for money or moveable property, 6,104, or 29 
per cent. a.s against 31 in 1912, were brought by banters and money-lenders 
against agriculturists. The proportion of such suits varies from district to 
district: it was as high as 66 per cent, in Hazara and as low as 7 in Dera 
Ismail Khan. In Peshawar it has fallen from 24 per cent, to 22 per cent. 
In the same district suits for redemption of mortgages have risen by 19 per 
cent., while suits for foreclosure have fallen by 41 per cent. This may be a 
welcome sign of increased prosperity of the original owner of tlie soil. 

The number of pre-emption suits fell from 1,657 to 1,610. The decrease 
is shared by all the districts except Peshawar, where the number of such suits' 
went up from 685 to 743. It is satisfactory to note that in the Province as a 
whole the upward tendency shown duiing recent years by this class of litiga¬ 
tion has received a cheoli. As was observed in last year’s report, the bulk of it 
is either speculative or collusive; it hampers Sana transfers, and it lends 
itself to blackmail. 

Matrimonial suits show a further drop from 821 to 289. This decrease 
occurred iu the Hazara and Bannu districts, and is explained by the greater 
activity of the executive authorities in disposing of such disputes under 
Section 8, Frontier Crimes Regulation. The increase in other districts is 
trifling and calls for no remarks. 

The number of applications to be declared insolvent rose from 101 to 
133 during the year under report. Of these 29 as compared with 46 in the 
preceding year were withdrawn. The number of insolvents discharged during 
the year was 7. The decrease in the number of withdrawals from applications 
to be declared insolvent is matter for satisfaction, as it suggests that the appli¬ 
cations were genuine. But it is doubtful how far the Insolvency Act is suited 
to local conditions, and suggestions for its amendment have been under 
consideration. 

The total value of suits instituted was Rs. 41,62,669 as against 41,52,363 
in 1912. The increase has occurred in the Peshawar District, where a large 
number of oases of values up to Rs. 1,00,000 were instituted. On the other 
hand, in Bannu there was a sudden drop in the value of suits from Rs. 9,80,000 
to Rs. 6,93,000, which has not been explained. In Dera Ismail Khan, in spite 
of the rise in the number of suits, their value fell from Rs. 8,18,060 to 
Rs. 8,00,120, Of the total institutions 76 per cent., as compared with 76 in 
1912, were suits not exceeding Rs. 100 in value. 

43. In addition to the Judicial Commissioner, the oflScers employed 
during the year in the disposal of civil business were 74 in all—3 Divisional 
Judges, one being an Additional Judge employed for part of the year only, 
5 District Judges, 1 Sub-Judge with appellate powers, 9 Assistant Commis¬ 
sioners, 16 Extra Assistant Commissioners, 3 Cantonment Small Cause Judges, 
7 Munsifs. 16 Tahsildars, 4 Naib Tahsildars and 10 Honorary Civil Judges. 
The Additional Divisional Judge, 1 Cantonment Small Cause Judge and 1 Naib 
Tahsildar were in addition to the officers presiding in Civil Courts in the previous 
year. 68 6 per cent, of the total number of cases as against 66'7 per cent, in 
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1912 were disposed of by Munsifs’ Courts, S'? per cent, by Honorary Civil 
Jud<res, 7 2 per cent, by Tabsildars, and 6'3 per cent, by Extra Assistant Com- 
inis^ioaers. The percentage to total disposals of suits decided by Assistant Com- 
ini^iouers rose to 2-4i from I'G in the preceding year. 

44. District Judges and Subordinate Judges with appellate powers 
disposed of 667 appeals, as against 642 in 1912. In 25 per cent., as compared 
with 29 in the preceding year, the orders of the Subordinate Courts were modified 
or reversed. The average duration was 28 days as against 25 in 1912. Out of 
1,425 regular appeals before the Divisional Judges 811 wore disposed of. An 
Additional Divisional Judge worked for three months in Peshawar. The num¬ 
ber of appeals pending over three months was very high in Peshawar, viz. 367 
out of 402. The average duration of appeals was 218 days in Peshawar and 117 
in the Derajat, as against 136 and 74 days respectively in 1912. The question 
of relieving the congestion in the Peshawar Divisional Court has been under 
the consideration of the Local Administration and of the Government of India. 

45. The total number of applications for exeoution of decrees rose from 
;.21,861 to 23,915. Of these 21,821, as against 19,778 in 1912, were disposed of. 
27 percent, of the total disposals were satisfied in full, this being the same per¬ 
centage as that of 1912 ; and 13 per cent, as against 12 were satisfied in part, 
while 62 per cent, were wholly infructuous. The total sum in exeoution was 
Es. 19,70,627, of which Rs. 7,93,272, or 40 per cent., as compared with 36 in 1912, 
was realized. This increase in the percentage of realisations is shared by all the 
districts except Bannu, where the proportion fell from 46 6 to 36'6 per cent. 
This falling off is attributed to scarcity of rains and bad crops. In the Peshawar 
Division it is noted that the transfer of the process-serving agency to the control 
of the Civil JNazir does not appear to have resulted in any material improvement, 
and many of the Cpurts are still inclined to he apathetic in the matter. 

46. During the year the Judicial Commissioner disposed of 30 appeals 
from original decrees, 63 appeals from appellate decrees, 46 miscellaneous cases 
and 186 applications for revision. The figures for each class of case are 
largely in excess of that for the previous year, miscellaneous cases, for instance, 
having increased from 24 to 46. The average duration of civil appeals fell from 
77 days in 1912 to 72 days in the year under report. 


7. Registration.

47. Idle Report on Registration published in 1913 is a triennial one, in 
which the figures for the period 1911—1813 inclusive are compared with those 
of the iDrevious .triennium. During the period indicated compulsory registra¬ 
tions affecting immoveable property rose in number and value from 27,131 and 
Rs. 1871akb3 to 29,776 and Rs. 221 lakhs respectively, or by 10 and 18 per cent. 
The increase was progressive and steady, and occurred chiefly in Peshawar, 
where it is accounted for by the extraordinarily keen competition for land 
owing to the construction of the Upper Swat River Canal. Optional registra¬ 
tions of immoyeahle property amounted to 1,288 documents in respect of 
■property worth Rs. 2,61,992 as compared with 1,667 and Re. 1,71,021 respectively 
in the previous triennium. Business relating to moveable property has varied 
little, only 193 doonments in excess of the figure recorded for the. previous 
triennium having been registered during the last three years. , During the period 
under report no registrations were effected contrary to the provisions of the 
Land Alienation Act. The wo]'king of the Central Record Room at the head¬ 
quarters of districts was satisfactory, and no serious irregularities came to light 
as the result of inspections by Registrars or by the Inspector-General of Regis¬ 
tration, 
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8. District Boards.

48. No clianges occurred in tke constitution or in the jurisdiction of the 
Boards. Appointments of members continue to he made hy nomination, the 
elective system being tincongenial to Bathau character. In fact the ef&cieiicy of 
the Boards is almost entirely dependent on official stimulus, and the rate-payers 
geiieially take but little interest in the working of these bodies. E.vcept in 
Peshawar and Dera Ismail Khan, where the average attendance of members 
was only 48 per cent., the minimum limit of 50 per cent, was attained, and no 
meeting was adjourned for want of a quorum. The working of the Boards has 
been satisfactory ou the whole, and the system of delegating powers to suh-com- 
mittees is reported to have worked well, especially in Dera Ismail Khan, where 
the district has been divided into circles and each member made responsible for 
supervising the construction of public works within liis circle. The interest 
■which members might be expected to evince is, however, considerably lessened 
hy the absence of opportunities for promoting schemes beneficial to the district 
as a whole, or even to particular localities, the financial resources barely sufficing 
for the maintenance of existing institutions. 

49. The total income of the Boards, excluding “ Debt Head Transactions,” 
rose from Es. 6,44,939 to Es. 5,47,489, and the total expenditure from 
Es. 4,67,550 to Es. 4,75,065, The increased income was mainly due to the 
receipt of larger Government grants than in the preceding year. Expenditure 
Oil educalinn rose from Rs. 1,46,867 to Es. 1,68,833, chiefly as a result of the 
opening of 66 new Primary Schools and the raising of the standard of certain 
institutions from the status of Primary to that of Middle Schools, Other 
variations, whether of receipts or disbursements, are not sufficiently mai'ked to 
merit notice. The closing balance of the Boards on 31st March 1914 amounted 
to Es. 3,13,279 as against Es. 2,47,893 a year earlier. No Board overdrew its 
balance daring the year. 

9. Municipal Administration.

60, The number of Municipalities and Notified Areas remained un¬ 
changed during the yeai’. No Contimittoes held meetings short of the prescribed 
number, and no meeting was adjourned for want of a quorum. All Commit¬ 
tees worked satisfactorily, with the exception of that of the Tank Notified 
Area, the uon-official members of which are reported to show a lack of any 
interest in their work. There was no occasion to overrule or set aside the pro¬ 
ceedings of any Committee during the year. 

61. The total income of all the Manicipalitie.s and Notified Areas dur¬ 
ing the year, excluding “Debt Head Transactions, ” amounted to Es. 10,88,398 
and Es. 59,852 respectively against Es. 6,65,214 and Es. 66,136 in the previous 
yeM. Of the large rise of Es. 4,23,: 64 in the income of Municipalities, the sum 
of Es, 4,08,500 represents the amount of extra Government grants made for 

education. Municipal income also rose under 
the heads Taxation, Revenue derived from Municipal property (rent of lands 
and houses), Sale-proceeds and produce of lands, and Eees and revenue from 
markets and slaughter houses.

OHAPTBE IV. 


PEODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION.

1. Agriculture. 

[Further information will he found in the Provincial Land Revenue Report for 1913-13, 
in the Agricultural Statistics of India, Volume I, Prioes and Wages in India, and in the Report 
of the Peshawar Agricultural Station at Tarnab for the year ending 30th June 1913.] 

63. It has proved uecessaiy to extend the area of the experimental farm Agriculture, 
at Tarnab, and negotiations have been completed for the acquisition of 90 acres 

of adjoining land. Exotic varieties of cotton, sugarcane, maize, chillies, 
tobacco and other crops were experimented with. As regards mai ze, work in future 
will be chiefly directed towards au improvement of the local varieties, which 
give a good yield and find favour with cultivators of the district. Experiments 
in growing beetroot for sugar, started in the year 1911-12, were continued 
during the year, and estalDliahed the fact that sugar beets can be grown with 
great success in the neighbourhood of Peshawar. Information is, however, 
still wanting as to the period over which mature crops can be procured, for a 
factory to succeed must have a supply of roots extending over four or five 
months; and experiments will be made with a view to clearing up this point. 

Experiments in growing rye-grass mixed with clover proved extremely suo- 
ceasful, the hay being reported by the Assistant Inspector of Grass Earms, 

Peshawar, to be the best ho had seen in India. The local variety of sugarcane 
has been proved to give better results than the Mauritius seed grown at Tar¬ 
nab. Among improved agricultural implements employed, the llaja plough 
has continued to do excellent work ; but it is not being taken up by zamindars, 
who express fear that their hullooka are not equal to the heavy draught of a 
steel implement. 

2. Weather and Crops.

64. The rainfall in May 1913 was general, but below the normal. Weather. 
June saw copious rain throughout the Province. In July the rainfall was 

below the average everywhere, except iu Hazara; in August it was better 
than usual in most areas. September rains were in defect except in Peshawar 
and the Tochi ; in .Dera Ismail Khan the month was practically rainless. In 
October again the rainfall wms scanty, except in Bannu, but the November and 
December rains were in most areas sutfioient and well distributed. The year 
1914 opened, with little rain, but Eebruary of that year witnessed copious falls. 

The rainfall in March was above the average in Hazara, normal in Peshawar, 
and in 'defect elsewhere. The April rains were fairly general throughout the 

66. _ Hail-atorms visited all districts and Agencies, and caused damage to 
tlie crops in the Abbotjabad and Mansehra tahsils of the Hazara District, in the seaeon. 
sevml villages of the Swabi and the Peshawar tahsils of the Peshawar District, 
m Kobat, in 160 villages of tlie Bannu Tahsil, and in parts of the Dera Ismail 
Kuan District and the Tochi Agency. Hemissions were fotmd necessary in 
Mine cases and^ were granted. Plague appeared in several villages in the 
arsadda Tahsil and in one village of the Peshawar Tahsil: one village in the 
ow.sheia Tahsil was affected by cholera, The Tochi Valley suffered somewhat 
irom a severe outbreak of malarial fever in August 1913. Maize and wheat 
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in the Oharsadda Tahsil, mustard in the Dera Ismail Khan District, wheat ia 
the Tochi Agency, and vice in the Kurram Agency were damaged by certain 
diseases. The melon crop in certain villages of the Marwat Tahsil, Bannu, 
was also injured to some extent by insects, while the rabi and the zaid rabi 
crops in several villages of Dera Ismail Khan were damaged by locusts an 1 
floods in the Indus. 

66. The total area sown during the year was 2,837,661 acres, showing 
an increase of 33,703 acres, over the normal and of 288,133 acres, or 11 per 
cent., over the area of the preceding year. The enhancement is distributed 
over both irrigated and unirrigated areas : the figures rose from 878,333 
and 1,670,898 acres respectively to 898,377 and 1,939,287 acres. The 
principal increases occurred in Hazara (unirrigated 47,802 acres), Peshawar 
(irrigated 20,137 and unirrigated 120,626 acres), Kohat (unirrigated 38,823 
acres), Bannu (unirrigated 43,797 acres) and Dera Ismail Khaji (unirrigated 
17,176 acres). The increases are due to timely rainfall at the sowing season. 
In Dera Ismail Khan the sown area on irrigated tracts fell from 91,911 to 
86,936 acres. The Paharpur Canal was breached in August and September 
1913, and it stopped running between October 1913 and Pebruary 1914. The 
area sown more than once was 9,196 acres against 8,970 acres in 1912-13. The 
increase occurred in Hazara (386 acres) and Peshawar (213 acres) : other varia¬ 
tions are unimportant. The harvested area amounted to 2,443,087 acres against 
1,762,004 acres in the previous year and 2,321,150 acres normal. The area 
that failed to give a crep was 394,677 acres as compared with 797,227 acres 
last year and 482,811 acres normal. 

57. The total area sown in the Kharif amounted to 1,022,303 acres. 
The increase of 13,917 acres occurred both in the irrigated' and the unimgated 
areas, and was spread over all the districts and Agencies except Dera 
Ismail Khan and Tochi: the advance was mainly under “ Cereals and 
pulses.” Hazara, Peshawar, Kohat and Bannu are responsible for increases 
of 12,267, 10,177, 20,388 and 7,611 acres respectively, due to sufficient rains 
at sowing time. The area in Dera Ismail Khan fell by 38,274 acres p'wing 
partly to scanty rainfall, and partly to the reservation of a larger portion of the 
rodkohi area for rabi sowings. The failed area w:as 191,163 acres, or 19 per cent, 
of the total areas own, against 294,795 acres, or 29 per cent., in the preceding 
Kharif and 168,661 acres, or 17 per cent., normal. The decrease is to be found 
in the unirrigated areas in Hazara, Kohat and Dera Ismail .Khan, and in the 
irrigated areas of Peshawar and Dera Ismail Khan. In Hazara, Kohat and Dera 
Ismail Khan the decrease was due to good rainfall at the time when the crops 
were maturing, while in Peshawar the fall is attributable to the improved 
working of the canals and other sources of irrigation. The area harvested 
amounted to 831,160 acres, or 81 per cent, of the total sown area: this is 
117,669 acres over the figures of Kharif 1912, hut 4,250 acres less than 
the normal. 

68. The area so-wn with rabi crops expanded from 1,640,846 acres to 
1,815,361 acres, giving an increase of 18 per cent, over the figures of last 
■Eabi, The increase is shared by all the districts, viz. Hazara (37,388 acres), 
Peshawar (132,005 acres), Kohat (22,635 acres), Bannu (34,264 acres), and 
Dera Ismail Khan (46,775 acres), and was the result of sufficient and timely 
rain. Of the total area sown 203,424 acres, qr 11 per cent., failed to yield a 
crop against 602,432 acres, or 33 per cent., last Kahi, and a normal area of 
314,160 acres,, or, 17 per cent. The failures in the five districts ranged between 
.3 and 27 per cent,- The area harvested amounted to 1,611,937 acres against 
1,038,413 acres last Eahi and .1,486,750 acres normal. 

_ 69. A .qninq.uennial census of cattle was taken in February 1914. 
Excluding male buffaloes, sheep and goats, which show decreases, there has 
been a general rise in the numbers of agricultural stock. Immigrant cattle 
of aU sorts included in the recent census numbered 190,776. Fodder was 
generally sufficient througont the year. It was scarce, however, in the Swahi 
and Nowshera and part of the Marwat tahsils, and dear in Dera Ismail Khan. 
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T? idemies of cattle disease occurred in Beskwar and Kohat. Oases qf 
^^taffious diseases rose from 14,046 to 23,790 in the year under report, but 
satisfactory to note that the number of fatal cases declined from 3,496 to 
1 700 The Veterinary Assistants on tour and those at Veterinary Hospitals 
and dispensaries treated 23,028 and 66,469 animals respectively. 
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3. Arboriculture and Horticulture.

60. A report on arboriculture is published triennially, and the follo-w- Arboriomture. 
ing remarks compare the prog’reaa made iu the last triennium -with that recorded 

in the three years preceding it. The area under nurseries both in charge, of 
Civil officers and in the Public Works Department Sab-Districts hus fallen, 
the decrease being somewhat marked iji Peshawar (6'65 acres) under the Civil 
Department and in Derajat (6‘13 acres) under the Public Works Department. 

In Peshawar the decrease has been slightly counterbalanced by an increase in the 
under the Irrigation Department (4‘73 acres), which is satisfactory. 

Plantations exist only in Hazara under the Civil Department, where the area 
remained unchanged. The Wana Agency shows an increase of 2-05 acres and 
the Irrigation Department one of 6-93 acres, mostly in the Peshawar District, 
while in the Public Works Department Sub-.Districts there occurs a decrease of 
7 aoresl The experiments made in. the Hazara District by Ihe plantation of the 
Puqalyptns resulted in failure. The area under groves remained practically 
stationary in regulai’ districts, while it increased in the Public Works 
Department 3u.b-Districts by 2'61 acres and in the Irrigation Department areas 
% 3'68 acres. Only 190 miles of road and canal side avenues were successfully 
planted as compared with 237 miles during the previous triennium. The 
jiantations were most marked in ihe Peshawar District (62‘78 miles). Public 
Works Departnaent Sub-Districts (43’01 miles), and the Irrigation Department 
areas i(8i'84 miles). 

61. The culture of fruit trees was again attended with considerable Fruit troei. 
success in the Hazara District. It is satisfactory to note that tlie agricultural 

farms established at Tarnab in the Peshawar District and at Haripur in the 
Hazara District have managed to supply large numbers of fruit trees, most of 
which are reported to be flourishing in various parts of the Province. 

62. The expenditure incurred by Municipalities on arboriculture and Munioipai 
public gardens rose in 1912-18 to Bs. 34,303, an increase of Rs. 10,137 ovor.®““^“*“®' 
the figures for the preceding year. Peshawar and Dora Ismail Khan accounted 

for the main increases, vie. Rs. 4,704 and Rs. 4,766 respectively.

64. _ Ten miles of a ,bridle-path from Birangali through Sangargali to Oommunioa- 
oimliiDheri were made, during the year : the urholo of ,the projected road was^*°°'®’ 

owing tp the failure of the contractors,to carry out tb-cir ooptrapt 
specified. IVelve miles of fuel export paths were constructed in 
e Khanpur Range. Alignments of proposed hridle-paths, from Birangali t;o 
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Bakotgali and Nathiagali in the Thandiani-Dungagali ranges and of a path 
from Sangreri to Eerozpnr in the chil circle of the Khanpnr Range were made. 
The total expenditure on new work was Rs. 3,400 as compared with Es. 249 
last year. Eepahs were done to 106 miles of roads and paths at a cost^of 
Rs, 1,628 as compared with 126 miles at a cost of Es._ 1,910 last year. The 
only important items of repairs were to the Kao forest inspection path in the 
Dungagali Range costing Es. 400, and to the Jabri-Sultanpur road in the 
Khanpur Range costing Es..381. 

66. The total number of forest offences of the year was 1,724 as 
compared with 1,713 in 1911-12 and 1,299, the average of the last three years. 
The slif^ht increase over last year is chiefly due to the inclusion of the five 
cases that remained under enquiry at the close of last year. The number of 
cases in which prosecutions were instituted was 264 as compared with 212 in 
1911-12 and an average for the past three years of 1G7. The increase is entirely 
in cases of loppiug and theft of wood and other produce; in cases of fire 
the fi‘’’ures show a decrease. Convictions were obtained in 88 irer cent, of oases 
dispos°ed of as against a percentage of 82'6 in 1911-12 and -of 86 in 1910-11. 
The sentences inflicted were, however, inadequate in some cases. The number 
of cases compounded during the year was practically the same as in the previous 
one, namely 1,403 against 1,426. The compensation realised was Es. 6,158-14-6, 
which gives a slightly higher average per case than that realised last year. 


66. The expenditure on fire protection amounted to Es. 1,067 as com¬ 
pared with Es. 2,393 in 1911-12 : it was incurred as usual on special guards 
and fire guards. The decrease is due to the entertainment of the fire guards 
for a shorter period owing to the early rains in May and June, and also to_ 
fewer punitive closiu’es remaining to be looked after. The outbreak of fires’ 
in Siran in June 1912 continued up to the 3rd of July. In May and June 
1913 no fires occurred owiug to the early rains. The total number of fires 
of the year was 21 and the total area burnt was 639 acres, out of which 10 
fires burning 500 acres were in protected areas, or a percentage of about 1 on 
the total area for which protective measures were undertaken. Of the 24 fire 
cases that were under enquiry at the end of last year, 19 were filed as requiring 
no action. The remaining 5—four in the Siran Range and one in the Khanpur 
Range—were taken into Court. Of 21 cases of the year under report, 17 
were filed as trivial and requiring no action, and 4 cases—3 in the Siran and 
1 in Khanpm’—were taken into Court. The total number of cases prosecuted 
diming the year was thus 7 in the Siran and 2 in the Khanpur Range. The 
Khanpur Range cases were still pending at the close of the year, but the Siran 
cases were all disposed of under Section 37 of the Hazara Rorest Regulation by 
the Deputy Oomraissioner, The villagers of certain areas who had failed to turn 
out to extinguish fires which had been raging for days were punished by fine and 
by the closing of forests to grazing. Rewards aggregating Rs. 100 were awarded 
by the Deputy Commissioner to a number of villagers who had particularly 
exerted themselves in putting out fires in the Siran Range. 

67. The total outturn of timber for the year was 2,983,419 cubic 
feet, an increase of 2,399,664 cubic feet as compared with 1911-12. The 
increase is due to exploitation for the first time since the introduction of the 
working plan of blue pine from the pine circle of the Kagan Range, to a 
market haying been found for the walnut, and to the workiug-off of large 
accumulated arrears of fellings in various forests. The outturn of fuel was 
637,713 cubic feet as compared with 662,949 cubic feet in 1911-12. Most of 
this increase occurred under the head of “ Free grants,” and is due to 
concessions granted in certain rakh areas. The balance of timber on hand 
at the closel of the year shows a decrease of 10,667 cubio feet, from 60,631 
cubic feet to 39,964 cubio feet. The chief item in the balance is 24,049 cubic 
feet of logs and pieces confiscated from contractors in Kagan, which have been 
sold to them since the close of the year.

Theiuorease is entirely duo to llie much l;u*f.i'or amount of timber and other 
produce remoTed from tlie forests by coiisumors or purcliascr.s.

72. The total volume of trade amounted to Rs. 342 lakhs against 
Es. 457 lakhs in 1912-13. The decrease of Rs. 116 lakhs occurred both in 
imports (—Rs. 25 lakhs) and in exports (—Rs. 90 lakhs), and it was mainly 
confined to the trade passing through the Peshawar District. The explanation 
appears to be that the statistics have merely returned to the normal level that 
prevailed prior to the bumper year of 1912-13. The proportions borne by the 
trade of each tract to the total trade of the Province in 1912-13 and 1913-14

Imports declined chiefly under " Asafoetida,” “ Pruits, all other kinds,’’ 
“ Ghi,” " Seeds, mustard and rape,” and “ Timber.” These decreases are due 
to the smaller output of asafoetida and the poor fruit crop in Afghanistan, as 
well as to smaller imports of timber from Darhand owing to the river Indus not 
being in flood to its usual extent. As regards exports, the principal decreases 
occurred under “ Cotton twist and yarn, European,” ” Cotton piece-goods, 
European,” “ Leather, manufactured,” ” Spices, other kinds” ‘‘ Sugar, refined,” 
” Tea, Indian, green.” and“ Tea, foreign, green.” Exports declined chiefly in the 
trade with Afghanistan, the main reason being the financial panic caused by 
the failure of certain Indian Banks, which resulted in a reduction of credit and 
gave a considerable set back to trade generally. 

73. Trade with Tirah fell from 17i lakhs to Rs. 15^ lakhs, the imports 
contracting by Rs. 1,10,000 and the exports by Rs 79,000. In impor s the 
chief decreases were under “ Dyeing materials, other kinds,” “ Emits, all other 
kinds,” “ Eirewood ” and “ Timber.” These decreases were mostly due to the 
failure of certain Indian Banks which reduced credit. The blockade of the 
Eeroz Khel was also responsible for smaller imj^orts of firewood. The imports 
in “ Hides of cattle,” however, rose by Rs. 30,000, due to heavy mortality 
among cattle in Tirah in consequence of disease. 

In exports the imincipal decreases are to be found in ” Wheat,” ” Other 
rain crops” and ■“ Salt.” These decreases were due to a had season in Tirah 
reducing the purchasing power of the people and forcing them to depend upon 
accumulated stocks of last year. Stringency of the money market was another 
cause of smaller'exports. 

74. Trade with Afghanistan receded from Rs. 2,22,05,000 to 

Es. 1,23,40,000 : the imports decreased bv Rs. 16,61,000 and the exports by

Imports fell largely under “ Asafoetida,” ” Emits, all other kinds,” and

The area matured was 174,027 acres against 165,638 acres in 1912-13. 

The working of the canal'resulted in a profit of Es. 4,99,073 (exohul- 
iiig interest), which represents a return of 11'65 percent, on the capital- 
invested. The profit and percentage in the previous year were Es. 4,91,663 
and 11-4S per cent, respectively. The improvement is attributable to the 
increase in area irrigated and to the reduction in working expenses. The 
arcnmulate.l net profit, after defraying interest charges, which amount to 
Pts.

80. The total area irrigated from the Kabul R iver Canal was 48,186 acres, 
1 epresenting aii increase of 1,725 acres over the area of last year and 7,926 and 
6,167 acres over the two previous triennial periods ending 1909-10 and 1912-13 
respeotively. The increase was due to good i-ainfall during tlie cold weather, 
which was of great benefit to the rabi crop. 

The operations of the year resulted in a profit of Es. 89,608 fexclud- 
ing interest), which is equivalent to 7 95 per cent, on tlie capital invested, 
aga.nst a profit of Es. 86,cOO and percentage of Es. 7’84 in the previous year. 

81, Pfis area irrigated from the Paharpur Canal was 20,366 acres as 
comparecl with 32 093 acres in 1912-13. The decrease is due to the river current 
in the Eliot Creek having been too strong to permit of the construction of a 
temporary bund. 


As was found possible last year, a preliminary scheme for giving thi 
cana a perennial supply hy canalising the Pilot Creek and tapping a deep poo 
situated beneath a bluff, about 20 miles upstream of the Twesent canal head 
was cirawn up. The question of preparing a detailed project for this scheme ii 
unuer consideratiop As, however, the financial results on this canal have sliowi 
that the project will not pay on the average 4 per cent, on the sum at charge 
the Government of India have decided that, with effect from the year 1913-14 
tnr^lher capital expenditure on the canal must he met from ordinary revenues

82, Tk Project Estimate for tire consti'netion of the Upper Smt Era 
Osnal, ammting to Es. 182,t0,248, ms sancfoiied hy the Secretary of State upisrlist 
for India in March 1906, cand work was hegnn in October 1907, and since then 
lias been in progress, In^l913, liomver, it«found that the estimate ms 
lihely to be exceeded, mainly owing to the necessity for providing more nnmer" 
ons di'aiiiage crossings than were considered necessary when the project was 
prepaid, ^ A revised estimate amounting to Es, 1,99,24,287 was, therefore, 
prepared in’December 1913, and has since received the Secretai'y of State's 
ssnctioi. The expeiidikm under direct charges amounted at the end of 1912-13 
in Es, 1,13,90,255, and Es. 34,27,694 were spent in 1913-14, making the up-to- 
date total Es, 1,48,17,849, which is approximately 83 per cent, of the amount 
sanctioned under du'ect charges in the original estimate. The long tunnel 
through the Malahnd Range in the 5th and 6i miles of the main canal was 
holed through on the 4th October 1913 after 3| years’ work. Tie rock was too 
tough for hand drilling; so pneumatic drills or electric aii'-dris had to he used 
throughout. By the 14th April 1914 little remained to be done except dressing 
of inequalities in the bed, sides and roof. As the head works, the main line, 
the whole of the Abazai Branch, ie first 12 miles of’ the Maohai Branch, and 
several distribute were ready by that date, the canal was formaUy opened by 
ie Chief Commissioner. The distributaries were in various stages of comple¬ 
tion at the end of 1913-14, Those On the Ahazai Branch were complete; those 
on the Machai, Maira and Pehur Branches were about half complete, and those 
on the Indus Branch about one-quai'ter complete,

Tho death- 
rate for tho first year of lil'o is oYon lug'lior in other Indian proviiioos, and there 
Is reason to fear that, wlioii f^'iH^aior ao.onrac-y ia obtained in the vital statistics, 
the ratio will bo found to Ijo higiier than at present in tho North-West frontier 
Province. 

88 . Thoro was no soriona ontbroak of oliolcra, thoiigli 134 deaths Chief diseftse*. 
occurred in Peshawar and 31 in Koliat. Small-pox was less prevalent than 

in 1912, but caused 1,421 diiuths, of whloli 1,114 woi’o of children under live years 
old. No less than 37,801 d(iatliM \v(M'(i rfignstm’od as duo to fever, but the ratio 
per milk is rntlior loa.s than iho av(n’af^(» rociordod for tho previous five years. 

The people do not yot approciato tiu) valuo of (pdnino—at least to the extent of 
willingness to pay for it. 

Plague caused 82 donihs, an riuTisaally largo nmnhor for the Province. 

An outbreak, attrihuiod by tiui Oivil Surgeon to rags brougbt in from the 
Punjab, was reported in May in. a particailtirly eong(^stod quaitor of Pesbawar 
®y, but all necessary prtaaiiition.s were takoti, and tho people cvaouatecl their 
houses readily. As a la^sidt the diseaso was prevented from spreading, and only 
19 deaths resulted. The,re were also (51 deaths in villages in tho noighbomhood 
of Abbottcabad caused by piieumonie ])lag’iio of tlio most viralont type imported 
ty villagers rotui’uing from a visit i:o Itawaliiindi. It is matter for con¬ 
gratulation both of tho Medical and District authorities that both outbreaks 
were controlled with so much success.

89, The Govornmeut grants for sanitation during the year grants and 
mounted to Es. 3 lakhs, one lakh recurring and two lak.hs non-recurrmg. projects. 

0 money has all boon allotted, and will bo expended mainly on water-supply 
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MEDICAL see- projects iu tlie head-quarter towns of AbLottabad, Kohat, Bannu and Dera 
Ismail Khan. The scheme for sanitary works in Peshawar City, for wHch 
Rs. 1,06,000 were allotted early in the year, has not yet taken definite shape 

The-problem to he solved is a difficult one, and the question has been raised 

of engaging the services of an expert specialist. 

90, A small sanitary service for the Province has been started during 
D^p^artment. the year. It consists of a Deputy Sanitary Commissioner as executive head 
and six Health Officers, one for each of the district head-quarters and for the 
Notified Area of Mardan. The staff is intended to relieve Civil Surgeons of 

sanitary duties for which they have no time, and to place at the disposal 
of Municipalities officials trained in modern sanitary science.

Hospitals and 91. Three dispensaries wei’o oponcd during tho year, one at Bnrj Han 

Dispensaries. Singh, and two travelling dispoiisarios—one in tJie IChattak country of 
Pesliawar District and one in. tlio Drahand Tahsil. of Dora Ismail Khan. The 
total umnhcr is now 87. - The Ohakdara Dispensary might also he considered as 
newly opened, though it .has been working simm 1910. In 1909 this dispensary 
was closed, as it was thou tlioiight that the now Miuto Hospital at North Camp, 
Malakaiid, would sufficiently meet Hie needs of the people. It was re-opened 
partially in 1910, and the Military Sub-Assistant Brirgoon at Chalcdara ■was 
placed in charge. In autumn linst sanction ivas accorded -to its being re-opened 
entirely as a Provincial charge with a complete speeial ostahlishmeut, and the 
returns already show that tills has boon nppreeiatod. The available number of 
beds in hospitals (other than dopartmontal iiistitiilions) maintained or 
aided by the State was 720 and 701 in 1911 anti 1912 respootively. It is 
now 808,

92. The total number of in-patients treated has incroasod 'by nearly 
2 ,000, and now stands at 1(1,495; w,lulo the daily average has fallen by 6, show¬ 
ing that patients wore kept considoralily fewer days in hoispital. This increase 
has to be credited mainly to Tank Hospital (419), a mavlccd justification of -ffie 
appointment to it of an Assistant Burgeon, but also partly duo to Prontier 
Constabulary sepoys being tompo.raril.y tro'atod in this Hospi'lial, to the Egerton 
Hospital, Peshawar (243), audio the Duchnas of Oomianght Zenana Hospital, 
Peshawar (158); whilo there is a mnticod falling off (134) at Kohat 
Pemale Hosjpital due to the difficulty of finding a suitable officer to -place in 
charge. 


93. A marked increase .has been recorded in the niimhof of out-patients 
treated, the figure being 66,000 higher than, in 191.2. Among the_ institutions 
showing the most croditahlo iucroasos over Iho previous year aro Haripur 
Mausehra (2,600), Oghi and Garlii Hahibulla, all m the Hazara District. 
In the year under report no 'fewer than 1,839 in and 204,846 
patients were treated 'for malaria, the comliined figures being sixty-tnree 
and fifty-four thousand more than in I911 and 1912 respectively. 
total increase over 1911 and 1912 is ninety-two and fifty-seven thousand, so 
that the prevalent malaria o,E 1913 accounts for more than half the increase a 
nearly the ontu'e inoroaso respectively. No ot.hor disease stands out as havmg 
been noticeably prevalent, and the remaining inoroaso over the previous wo 
years not directly accounted for imdor the head “ Malaria ” can to a certam 
extent be attributed to it'indirectly; pneumonia, other lung diseases, ^ 
■the digestive system and rheumatism, which accompany or follow after ma a 
intection, all show an increase. 


94. The,total number of operations performed on in and , 
patients was 35,815; this total is very slightly below tliat of 1912, and e 
hat of 1911 by oyer 3,000. In view of tlie prevalence of malaria i 
autumn, which incapaoitales the staff of the various hospitals and prevent 
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people from coming for operative treatment, it is a matter of congratulation medicaj^see- 
that there is, compared with 1912, a decrease of 302 only in the combined total —' 
and an increase of over 400 in the number of operations performed on in¬ 
patients. Of ihe total number of operations performed- no less than 4,601, or 
300 more than in 1912, come under the head of “selected operations.” 1,177 
were performed in the Egerton Hospital, Peshawar, where the staff carried out a 
large amount of fine work. 

95. Hospital receipts amounted to B.s. 2,34.351, or Es. 27,000 more than I’inanoial. 
iu the preceding year. Of the total amount Government contributes Es. 85,478, 

and is responsible for the whole of tlie increase. Local Eunds contributed 
Rs. 47,445 and Munioiiialities Rs. 69,968. Subscriptions from the public total 
less ihaii Rs. 10,000. Those from ludiaiis are noticeably low, though higher in 
the year under report than in recent years. Expenditure nearly equalled 
income. The chief increase as compared Avith the figures for 1912 is found 
under the lieading “ Building and Repairs,” on which JR-s. 22,000 more than in 
the previous year were spent. 

96. The new hospital at Ahbottahad, sanction to the erection of whicli Miscellaneous, 
was accorded in 1912, is still in conr.se of construction. Eew AA^ards were built 

or imprOAunnents of other kind.s carried out (luring the year at Ohaudwan, Tank 
and Paharpur in Elera Ismail Khan, at NoAA'shera and Charsadda in PeshaAvar, 
at Mansehra and Oghi in Hazara, and at Naimaug Serai in the Bannu Eistrict. 

The improAmment effected at most of these places is very great. During the 
year plans were prepared for the erection of new dispensaries on new fsites at 
Sirahi and I’angi, and of a new hospital at Landi Kotal. Improvements have 
also been designed for the Civil Hospitals at Miramshah in the Tochi and Chak- 
dara in the Malakand Agency. 

The cadre of Assistant Sm’geons and Snh-Assisfant Surgeons has been 
increased, the former by 3 and the latter by 6. Swabi and Tank Hospitals are 
noAv in charge of Assistant Surgeons whose pay is met from Provincial reve¬ 
nues. Both are importaut places, and the latter, especially in the near future, 
will become more so. These two appointments decrease those for Sub-Assistant 
Surgeons. The third appointment is a second Assistant Surgeon to the Egerton 
Hospital, also a provincial charge. This was s.'inctioned to relieve the Civil 
Surgeon and Senior Assistant Surgeon of a large proportion of their medico-legal 
work, and so allow them more time to devote to surgical duty iu the hospital. 

5. Vaccination.

97. _ A newly appointnl Deputy Sanitary Commissioner, who has, EstabiiBUment. 
however, since reverted to military duty, was placed in cliarge of the Vacci¬ 
nation Department during the year. For the rest the establishment was the 

same as in the previous year. 

98. The total number of vaccinations performed was 164,863, an Work done, 
increase of 12,113 as compared wuth the figures for 1912-13. The increase was 
entirely in primary operations, secondary operations having fallen off by 8.618. 

The figures indicate that the people arc not hostile to primary vaccinalioii, but 
regard a repetition as unnecessai-y and irksome. Tliat the protection conferred 
is, however, understood is shown by an increase in the demand for the Vacci¬ 
nator’s services when small-pox tends to become epidemic. It is satisfactory 
to notice that, in spite of a considerable increase in the amount, of work done, 
the cost of the Department has remained practically stationary, and the cost 
per successful case fell to the low figure of one anna and seven pies. The 
statement of work done during the last 14 years shows a steady increase of 
vaccination, and last year’s figures for successful primary vaccinations, which 
np to then constituted a record, have been largely surpassed in the year under 
review.

Girl-scholars in the ProTinoo now nninbor 4,207 as compared with 8,832 
in 1912-13. The iiioreaso in the nnmhcr of boy-scliolars during the year is not 
only nearly double the increase recorded in any year since tho foundation of the 
Province, but actindly exceeds the total e.xpansion for tho quinquennium 1907- 
12.^ About half tho increase of 1913-14 is due to the opening of 105 ne^v 
Primary Schools and the raising of four schools to the Middle status; but there 
was an influx of over 2,500 scholars into previously established Middle and 
Primary Schools. The decrease in the number of boys shown as attending High 
Schools is apparent only, and is due to tho I’act that on the provincialisation 
of the Municipal High Schools, the primary de])artmenta previotisly attached 
to them were separated and classed as Municipal Primary Schools. The 
percentage of boys attending schools to the nialo population of school-going 
age has risen substantially in every district, and now varies from IIT in Ibe 
Hajiara, to 22 9 in the Hera Ismail Khan, Distriot.

foi' Science and Chemistry, towards the cost of wliicli a special grant of 
Rs. 1,00,000 was made by tho Govormnont of India, aro under ooustruotion. 


Secondary lOf- Tliere are now 14 High, 5 Anglo-Veruaonlar Middle, and 21 Ver- 

Bohools. nacular Aliddle Schoida. A.mQng tlie lunv High Bclinols numtion should be made 
of the Iskmia Collegiate School, wliiolns atlaolmd to the Islamia College, Pesha¬ 
war. It possesses a fine Imilding capable of seating some 600 students, while 
its hostels are excellent in design and consirnotion. 

The National High School, Peshawar, is also erecting a fine building 
outside tire City at tho cost of a lakh of rujiees, towmvds which a grant of 
Rs. 40,000 has been sanctioned by tbo local Adiuiaistration. Some of the other 
High Schools are as yet far from well provided with, biiibliiigs. An officer of 
the Indian Educational Service has l)e('n addrul to tl.io staff of tho Government 
High School, Pesiiawar, ALr. L. T, MRitidus, a newly roernited member of the 
service, was appointed Head Master in October ],913, ainl has already done much 
in reorganising tho work and gamfxs of the .school and in reforming the hoarding 
arrangements. The nnmlxor of stndonis reading in Secondary Schools has slightly 
increased during the year from 10,350 to 10,026. I'lro tcaehiiig of English has 
heeu restricted to those schools in wMcli. there is clearly a demand for it, and 
the general work ol; tho Auglo-Vcrnacular Schools has shown a distinct advance 
over that of previous years. 

BcUooiT • numher of now Prijnary Sobools opened in the 

middle of the year, the attcndauoc has slightly im])rovcd. The character of 
the vvork done in the schools shows mavlcod improvement. The percentage of 
trained teachers has fallen since last year, but those figures are uo index of 
efficiency, as the appointment of qualified assistants depends on the number of* 
pupils undergoing instruction in the scliools. 

inatitutfous, ii t) Poshnwar, is tho only training institution in 

the Province. The number of stijxonds tonablc 1 herein was raised during the 
year from 60 to ^ 80, and candidates were foiihooraiTig .for all of them. The 
need for a training institution for A nglo-Vernaeuiar teachers grows stronger 
CTery year, and proposals for its foundation have been submitted to the 
Government of India.

107. The number of Muhammadan boys receiving instruction in the Education of 
various schools and colleges of the Province has increased during the year 

under report from 25,521 to 30,631. The percentage of increase in the case of 
this community is therefore 3'2, the percentages in the case of Hindus and 
Sikhs being 3'2 and 3'8 respectively. It is true that the percentage of 
Muhammadan boys receiving instruction on the total male Muhammadan 
population of school-going age is only 18‘8, while the corresponding figm'e for 
Hiadiis is 78'3, but it must be remembered that the majority of the Hindu 
pupils are resident in towns and come of literate parents, whereas the hulk of 
Muhammadan parents are agricultmdsts, who have not themselves experienced 
the benefits of education. The progress made among Muhammadans may fairly 
be consideied to be distinctly encouraging, 

108. In the, Tochi there has been a decline of 101 in the number of Education in 
scholars attending school. But in all other Agencies they have increased in 
number, and a number of boys from each, including as many as 21 Airidis 

fi'om the Khyber, attend the Islamia Collegiate School, Peshawar. There 
appears to be a considerable demand for education in the Dir, Swat and Ohitral 
Agency. The Dargai School, opened during 1912-13, has now 45 scholars; the 
school at Thana, which was opened during the year under report, has now over 
100, and it is hoped shortly to start schools in Sam Ranizai and Swat. 

Students from the Knrram cannot he induced to attend the Peshawar Normal 
School, and, in order to facilitate the provision of trained teachers for schools in 
the Valley, a proposal to attach a small Training Class for Vernacular 
teachers to the Parachinar School is under consideration.

109. The number of presses at work in the Province during the year 
was 25, of which 15 were in Peshawar. Two weekly newspapers, both Verna¬ 
cular, were published, one at Peshawar and one at Dera Ismail Khan. Only 
one copy of the latter was published in 1913, and the press at which it was 
printed has since been closed. The circulation of the Peshawar newspaper is 
small.

110. I’he chief work in hand was last year’s project of roofing over the Court 
T. XX at Takht-i-Bahi which was in charge of the Buhlic Works Department. 
Some delay occurred before the requisite plans were ready, and some alterations 
in them were subsequently found to he necessary. It was impossible therefore 
to carry out the work within the year. T.he three Eock Edicts of Asoka at 
Mansehra in the Hazara District have been declared to he protected monuments 
within the meaning of the Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, and the land 
on which they stand has been acquired liy Government. A protection wall 
will shortly be erected around them. The two sets of Kafirkot ruins situated 
at Bilot and Umar Khel in. the Dera Ismail Khan District wore also declared 
to he protected monuments within the meaning of Act VII of 1904. The 
ruins at Bilot were inspected during the year by the Superintendent of Hindu 
and Buddhist Monuments, Northern Circle, accompanied by the Assistant 
Commanding Royal Engineer, Derajat, and practical measures for their con¬ 
servation were discussed. The sum allotted for this purpose (Rs. 1,000), 
however, could not he spent within the year, and the p)roject was deferred. 

111. The work of exploration was generally conftued to the share taken 
in the extensive excavations conducted by the Director-General of Archeology 
at Taxila. The stately temple at Jandial has been totally cleared, and 
the ground has been levelled around the other stui)as discovered last year. 

112,, The only epigraphical discovery made in the year is a small 
Kharoshthi inscripition in two lines on a largo marble block in a village in the 
Swabi Tah&il. It was found in a mound about two miles from the right bank of 
the InduSr. and. the writing, which is well incised, is supposed to record the 
construction and dedication of a well. Impressions of this epigraph have been 
su[)plied to the Director-General of Archteology for transmission to Dr. Sten 
Konow, who is editing the Epigraphiu Indian. 

113. The Museum increases in popularity. During the year it received 
various loans and presents of antiquities from'donors, including, among other 
objects, a very interesting ancient copper celt which was given by Oaptam 
R, A. Lyall, I. A., Political Agent, Kurram. Siiecial mention should he 
made of a welcome accretion of a valuable collection of Gandhara sculptures, 
which have been kindly lent by the Revd. H. J. Hoave, Principal of the 
Edwardes Mission College, Peshawar. The Museum has been further enrich =?d 
by a large and interesting selection of sculptui'es which were obtained from 
tlie excavations of the mounds 0, E, E, G and H at Saliri-Balilol in 1912 
by Sir Anvel Stein, These, together with others from Takbt-i-Babi, have 
been arranged in tbirteen standing cas''s, which liave now completely 
occupied all the available space in the Museum. The difficulty of finding 
s]jace for additional exhibits is acute, and iu fact inauy figures _ are 
still awaiting exhibition. Three gold, 47 silver and 69 copper and mixed 
metal coins have been received as contributions from the various Local 
Governments, and two silver coins have been acquired by pmrohase, all 
being duly registered. The Museum is still, however, without a proper coin 
catalogue. Copies have been obtained from the Mayo Scliool of Art, Lahore, 
of the pjortraits in the Lahore Musenni of Maharaja Raiijit Singh and of bis 
General, Bavi Singh, Malwa, which have much liistorical interest in the 
Province, and an enlarged portrait of General Avitabile, Governor of Peshawar 
under the Sikhs from 1838 to 1842, has also been exhibited.

114. During tire year under report 23,790 cases of epidemic disease Disease, 
were reported, of wEicb. 1,700 proved fatal, compared with 14,045 cases and 
3,496 deaths in the previous year. 

116. There are 19 Veterinary Hospitals in the Province: 56,459of 
animals were treated in them as against 47,465 in 1912-13. The increase is 
substantial, and indicates the growing popularity of these institutions. All but 
7, however, requhe additions to bring them up to the standard plan recognised 
for the Province. These are to be carried out shortly in many cases. Dm-ing 
the year 1,504 villages were visited hyYeterinary Assistants on tom’, and 
23,038 animals were treated. The number is largely in excess of the number 
(10,944) treated in the slightly smaller number of villages visited last year. 

116. At the close of the year there were 11 stud hulls at work as Horse and 
against 13 in 1912-13. There were no additions to their number, but two 
casualties. The interest taken in cattle-breeding is very limited. The sanc¬ 
tioned scale of the Province, mg. 20 hor.scs and 17 donkey stallions, was increased 

by 1 horse for the Bannu District, making a total of 21 and 17 respectively. 

At the close of the year there were 13 horses and 7 pony stallions in. the non- 
selected districts and agencies of the Province against 12 horses and 8 ponies 
in the previous year. There were 16 donkey stallions at the close of the year, 
or 1 less than the sanctioned scale. Two horses for stud purposes, one thorough¬ 
bred English and one Arab, were purchased and allotted to Dera Ismail Khan 
and Bannu respectively, and new donkey stallions were also supplied to 
Peshawar and Dera Ismail Khan. 

117. Es. 6,254 were spent by local bodies during the year on Eau’s and Fairs and 
Shows and Es. 6,549 by the Imperial Government, givmg a total expenditure Showa. 
of Es. 11,803 as compared with Es. 10,789 in the previous year. A new Horse 

and Cattle Pair has been started at Paraohinar in the Knrram Agency. 
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
